Council Strategizes about Latest 


Starting in the 1920s, regional 
planners sought to develop a 
Fort Meade Parkway connecting 
Washington with Fort Meade and 
eventually with Baltimore. Origi- 
nally proposed as an expansion 
of U.S. Route 1, the highway 
eventually took shape as the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
(BWP/MD 295), a 30.8-mile 
Stretch of restricted, truck-free 
divided roadway that has been 
the subject of plans to widen it 
or make it part of the interstate 
system almost since it opened to 
traffic in 1954. 

At the request of Council- 
member Rodney Roberts, the 
latest consideration of widen- 
ing the BWP to six lanes was 
on the agenda of the Greenbelt 
City Council for discussion at its 
regular meeting Monday, Decem- 
ber 10. 

According to background in- 
formation provided to the city 
by the Metropolitan Washington 
Council of Governments, U.S. 
Congressman Dutch Ruppers- 
berger successfully requested 
$1 million in funding under the 
Fiscal Year 2010 Omnibus Ap-

propriations bill to undertake a 
feasibility study for widening the 
BWP from the Baltimore Belt- 
way (1-695) south to New York 
Avenue in D.C. Included in the 
study would be an assessment of 
the impact of the military Base 
Realignment and Closure (BRAC) 
process on traffic through the 
MD 295 corridor between Balti- 
more and Washington. 

Ruppersberger, a Democrat, 
represents the 2nd Congressional 
District, which includes parts of 
Anne Arundel, Baltimore and Har- 
ford counties, as well as a small 
northeast portion of Baltimore 
City. His district includes Fort 
George G. Meade, which is ex- 
panding in facilities and personnel 
resulting from the BRAC process 
enacted in 2005. The first new 
employees arrive next month and 
full relocation of BRAC jobs will 
occur during 2011. 

Feasibility Study 

Language was included as 
far back as the Fiscal Year 2008 
Omnibus Appropriations bill di- 
recting the Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration’s Office of Federal 
Lands to undertake the feasibility

study within one year in conjunc- 
tion with the National Park Ser- 
vice and the Maryland Highway 
Administration. Funding was not 
requested at the time, however, 
apparently on the misapprehen- 
sion that funds were unnecessary 
for studies on federal lands. 

The National Park Service 
maintains the parkway north from 
the Tuxedo interchange at the in- 
tersection of Rts. 50 and 295 to 
Rt. 175 near Fort Meade. At that 
point the Maryland Highway Ad- 
ministration picks up maintenance 
until the parkway enters the City 
of Baltimore. 

The city council’s discussion 
focused on the best way for the 
city to have a voice in the deci- 
sions to be made. After consulta- 
tion with City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin, Mayor Judith Davis 
suggested that a letter be ad- 
dressed either to Congressman 
Ruppersberger or to Greenbelt’s 
Congressman Steny Hoyer, copied 
to the other and to Maryland’s 
U.S. Senators and the responsible 
federal and state agencies.

What a Bus-mess! 

Winter temperatures have de- 
scended on Greenbelt and so, 
too, have new bus routes. For 
riders who woke up on Decem- 
ber 20 to the chill of navigating 
new routes, their task was made 
tougher with no paper timetables 
and no signage for new stops. 
Confusion prevailed and the real- 
ity of implications of the Green- 
belt restructuring plan to “reduce 
redundancy and improve effi- 
ciency” hit home. Incredibly, the 
former challenges with stacking 
of the county and Metro buses, 
called out during public com- 
ment by riders and council, have 
actually gotten worse under the 
new plan. Riders who miss the 
bus now will wait for upwards 
of an hour during non-rush peri- 
ods and 30 minutes during rush 
hour for another route to service 
their location. This is a waste of 
resource and a far cry from “effi- 
ciency” heralded in the new plan. 

But it doesn’t have to be this 
way. ‘Transit Riders United of 
Greenbelt (TRU-G) has appealed 
to the county and WMATA plan- 
ners to creatively maximize both 
bus systems through complemen- 
tary timing and route planning 
to ensure the best coverage and 
frequency. The current plan falls 
short of this vision but some 
short-term fixes are easy. The 
county and WMATA planners 
should adjust route departure times 
to ensure that service is stag- 
gered between routes when they 
sit down to review how the new 
routes are working. They should 
also consider adding several addi- 
tional stops to the 15X to provide 
greater access to riders and anoth- 
er transit option during rush hour. 

For people who need the bus 
and people who want to use it, 
TRU-G is emphatic that we need 
more and better service in our 
community and, indeed, through- 
out our county, where riding the 
bus in many places is a herculean 
chore at best. In the long term, 
studies have shown that frequen- 
cy is one of the most important 
attributes that support high rid- 
ership on public transit. The 
Prince George’s County Council 
needs to step up to the plate 
and put their money where their 
mouth is: We can set policies 
to mandate and fund more fre- 
quent service on our buses just as 
Montgomery County has and go 
one better to ensure weekend ser- 
vice. That simple policy would 
do a world of wonders to trans- 
form Greenbelt and our county 
into the truly livable community 
we say we want to become. 





I hope the lack of education 
and the present problems with 
the new routes will not “ice” out 
bus riders, either old or new. I 
encourage all Greenbelters to 
give public transit another chance 
in the new year and to join us 
in demanding better transit in 
Greenbelt.

Correction for Letter 
On GHI Tax Credit 


A letter appearing in the De- 
cember 16th issue entitled A Re- 
minder to All submitted by Mary 
Ernsberger contained incorrect in- 
formation regarding the Homestead 
Tax Credit GHI members currently 
receive. The article reminded 
members to apply for this con- 
tinued credit by the end of 2010 
in order to keep this tax benefit. 
While members will be required 
to verify their GHI home is their 
primary residence, the deadline 
for submitting an application for 
the 2012 tax year is December 31, 
2011, not 2010. GHI has been 
working with the State to obtain 
applicable applications for GHI 
members and will be notifying 
members early in 2011 with in- 
structions on how they should ap- 
ply. In order to assure compliance, 
members should not apply online 
but should submit their application 
directly to GHI for a mass submis- 
sion. The Homestead Tax Credit is 
not related to a member’s mortgage 
or share loan. 

It applies strictly to a person’s 
primary residence. Members do 
not need to take any action now. 
Please watch for further informa- 
tion coming soon with instruc- 
tions on how to apply.

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USDA Centennial Rooted 
In Greenbelt’s History

Celebrating the century-long 
history of scientific agriculture 
in the United States, the Henry 
Wallace Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center (BARC) spon- 
sored a slide-show presentation 
on Monday, November 29 in the 
main building on Route 1. Dr. 
Robert Griesbach, deputy assis- 
tant administrator of the Agricul- 
ture Research Service Office of 
Technology Transfer, made the 
presentation. 

From an immense collection of 
photographs starting from the Civ- 
il War period, Griesbach described 
how scientific agriculture had 
developed in the United States. 
As early as 1839 federal employ- 
ees were collecting seeds, which 
citizens could request from their 
senators. But the Department 
of Agriculture began in earnest 
during the administration of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, with its first federal 
building constructed in 1869. 

I was hoping for some refer- 
ence to Charles Calvert of Prince 
George’s County, who had been 
influential in founding the United 
States Agricultural Society. (He 
was serving at that time as the 
first president of the Maryland 
State Agricultural Society.) Cal- 
vert had been a leader in scien- 
tific agriculture, having founded 
a school for that purpose on land 
he owned on the old Baltimore 
and Washington Turnpike, which 
we know today as USI. 

Unfortunately the Civil War 
intervened, with students at his 
school called up to serve in the 
Union army. But the breaking 
away of the Southern states made 
possible passage of the federal 
land grant act — the Morrill Act 
— in 1862, which provided fed- 
eral-owned land for agricultural 
colleges throughout the country. 
(It took a war to bring this off, 
since Southern congressmen had 
opposed such legislation.) 

The oldest surviving building 
on the University of Maryland 
campus is named for Morrill, a 
Civil War Congressman. Charles 
Calvert, also in Congress, was 
a moving force in creating the 
federal Department of Agriculture 
in 1862. The University was es- 
tablished on land Calvert sold at 
a fraction of its real value. 

Greenbelt History 

Two other pieces of history I 
was looking for in Griesbach’s pre- 
sentation were also missing. Call 
my interest parochial, if you will. 

Griesbach had traced the De- 
partment of Agriculture from a 
site in early Washington on In- 
dependence Avenue near the tidal 
basin, where the main buildings 
still exist, to a vast acreage of 
land across the Potomac River 
used for experimental plantings. 
In the late 1930s, when this land 
was commandeered by the Army 
to build the Pentagon, extensive 
property in Maryland was pur- 
chased for BARC for basic agri-

cultural research. 

But the very availability of 
federal land so close to Washing- 
ton led Roosevelt-era administra- 
tors to look for adjacent acreage 
to create the city we know as 
Greenbelt. If plans fell through, 
the National Agricultural Research 
Center would buy the land from 
the Resetthement Administration. 

According to the commemora- 
tive volume, “Greenbelt: History 
of a New Town,” 12,189 acres 
were purchased, of which 1,996 
acres were dedicated to build the 
city, including its surrounding belt 
of green, and 7,700 acres were 
dedicated to increase the land 
holdings for BARC. 

The remainder, 1,600 acres south 
of Greenbelt, was set aside for rec- 
reational purposes — some eventu- 
ally developed as Greenbelt Park. 

And when the Space Age be- 
gan, with the need to build a 
federal complex not too far from 
Washington, some of BARC’s 
land was commandeered for the 
Goddard Space Flight Center 
of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, which we 
know as NASA. 

That’s another part of Green- 
belt’s story, of course. 

We can look down on BARC 
property from Ridge Road — even 
enter it through the Research Road 
gates. But that those gates can 
also lock us away on weekends 
and at night reminds us that our 
town has had a separate history. 
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Congratulations to:

Roberts said that because this 
study has already been delayed 
and is BRAC-related, it could 
move very quickly. He thought 
the city should go on record im- 
mediately as opposing any widen- 
ing of the parkway. “We should 
oppose it as soon as we can and 
as often as we can,” Roberts said. 
He added that the city had been 
promised in the past by its fed- 
eral representatives that the BWP 
would not be widened; he wants 
to hold them to their promises. 

Davis said that matter was not 
on the agenda for council action 
that night and that before coun- 
cil took a formal position, there 
should be provision for receiving 
comments from residents. She 
noted that not everyone is opposed 
to an expansion since daily major 
traffic tie-ups affect Greenbelters 
as well as other commuters. 

Four Cities Agenda 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
said the topic should be placed 
on the agenda of Greenbelt’s next 
Four Cities meeting on January 
26 with New Carrollton, College 
Park and Berwyn Heights. He 
also suggested holding a public 
hearing. 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling questioned whether the ori- 
entation of this study implied a 
pulling away from mass transit. 
He said there should not be an 
assumption that there was only 
one way to get people from point 
A to point B. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
strongly agreed. She said that 
if the purpose was to study the 
impact of BRAC on BWP traffic, 
then the proposed study should in- 
clude the feasibility of all possible 
alternatives to solve the problem, 
not just widening the road. 

Davis added she had heard 
mention of the possibility of add- 
ing a lane for public transporta- 
tion use. Roberts commented 
that there are not enough federal 
and state funds to maintain the 
current roads and Metro system, 
let alone further road expansion. 

Although Roberts favored the 
city’s holding its own public 
hearing soon, Davis said she 
believed the city has too little 
hard information at this point to 
justify asking people simply to 
come and express their feelings 
on the matter. 

Council then voted unani- 
mously to direct staff to prepare 
a letter to be sent or copied to 
the city’s elected delegation at 
all levels and to Congressman 
Ruppersberger and relevant fed- 
eral and state agencies, asking 
for additional information and 
inviting their participation in a 
public hearing to be held in Janu- 
ary, if feasible. Included among 
concerns to be presented were 
the continuation of the parkway 
as a parkway, the already exces- 
sive noise level for residents, the 
potential for creating additional 
traffic by linkage to the Inter- 
County Connector and the need 
to evaluate all potential alterna- 
tives, not just road widening, for 
solving the problems identified.

Yahoo Alternative 
To Widening BWP 


Pundits commenting 
on the Greenbelters Ya- 
hoo group have not been 
oblivious to the recent news 
that a study sponsored by 
Congressman Dutch Rup- 
persberger (2nd District) 
has been funded to evaluate 
the feasibility of adding one 
lane in each direction to 
the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway (BWP). Opin- 
ion on the news group has 
been running approximately 
3:1 against widening the 
beloved parkway, which 
through its tree cover pro- 
vides essential oxygen to 
much of the region. 

Earlier this week, news 
group moderator Andy Car- 
ruthers, an apparent sup- 
porter of the plan to widen 
the road to six lanes, de- 
spite his best efforts pro- 
posed an alternative so- 
lution to the problem of 
over-crowding on the BWP. 
Alexander Barnes, in a post 
explaining why adding and 
widening roads encourag- 
es further congestion, had 
said, “To sum up: every 
time you add capacity for 
two more cars, three will 
come.” 

In an epiphany, Car- 
ruthers responded: “But 
wait, if it’s that simple, I 
suddenly see the solution 
to all our transportation 
problems: if we just reduce 
road capacity everywhere 
by 20 percent, we’ll see a 
reduction in overall traf- 
fic volume of 30 percent. 
Jeez Louise, it’s so obvi- 
ous. Let’s just start closing 
down lanes and traffic will 
disappear.” 

Hoisted with his own 
petard, Carruthers found 
that his traffic-reduction 
plan quickly garnered sup- 
porters who were consid- 
erably more eager to test 
it by closing down lanes 
on local roadways than to 
read his further arguments 
against the “build it and 
they will come” theory. 
Reportedly, the newly 
formed group will soon ap- 
ply for free meeting space 
from the city and the first 
meeting, to be held at the 
northbound intersection of 
the BWP and Rt. 197, will 
be announced shortly.

became available, the Society’s 
collection of books and papers 
was crowded into a basement- 
level room at Marietta.

I vacation in a co-op because 
I like to escape to where ani- 
mals outnumber people. Because 
the loudest noise is the river, 
as cellphone networks and the 
internet have never penetrated 
deep into the Shenandoah Moun- 
tains. Because every summer, 
my family rents the camp to- 
gether. Because every winter 
since high school, my friends 
reunite, keeping ourselves warm 
with coal. Because Johanna 
and I were married there, even 
though a fallen tree blocked the 
only road and a rattlesnake inter- 
rupted our wedding preparations. 
Because when we’ve been driving 
for two hours, then five unpaved 
mountain miles, at that last bend 
in the road I know the outside 
world ceases to matter. I vaca- 
tion at Greenbelt’s mountain co- 
op, Rapidan Camps. 

In 1952, Bruce Bowman — 
one of Greenbelt’s co-op mas- 
terminds — signed the mortgage 
creating GHI. The next year, he 
signed the loan creating Rapidan 
Camps. Bowman served on the 
Greenbelt city council, as Green- 
belt’s 1988 Outstanding Citizen 
and on the Rapidan board of 
directors until 1996. Bruce’s 
wife, Ruth, was Rapidan’s regis- 
trar for 20 years. Many officers 
and members lived in Greenbelt, 
including my parents George and 
Jeanne Jones and (until Febru- 
ary) my brother Mike — who 
volunteered as Rapidan’s regis- 
trar while waiting for fares in 
his taxi. 

Rapidan Camps was created 
to provide a vacation site for 
its members. The co-op owns 
five acres with five cabins in the 
Blue Ridge, west of Culpeper 
surrounded by a Virginia pre- 
serve, which is surrounded by 
the Shenandoah National Park. 
The site was originally part of 
Herbert Hoover’s presidential 
retreat. 

The original four wooden 
cabins were built by the U.S. 
Marine Corps in 1930. The ar- 
chitecture and building materials 
had been superb — they were for 
the president! But the camp had 
later been neglected. 

Rapidan started with 14 mem- 
bers and $5,000 of debt. Co-op 
members share struggles, and 
together find solutions.

Before I was born, my father 
and brother rebuilt the roof on 
Cabin 4 and installed its electric 
grounding rod. Numerous vol- 
unteers worked over the years to 
make the cabins habitable, then 
comfortable. My family went to 
Rapidan every summer as I grew 
up and from my dad I learned 
basic carpentry, plumbing, elec- 
trical work and cooperative shar- 
ing. My mom was registrar 
and I learned how to deal with 
difficult people and convince di- 
vergent minds to work together. 
Since the cabins’ single-wall 
design is German siding boards 
nailed to studs, nothing is hid- 
den. Perfection was seldom as 
important as getting something 
to work, so Rapidan was ideal 
for learning. 

Since I became involved, 
Rapidan has seen — and sur- 
mounted — newer crises. Van- 
dals incinerated the smallest 
cabin, legal questions made it 
almost impossible to admit new 
members, rental revenue declined 
after a massive flood in 1995, 
then Hurricane Fran destroyed 
both bridges and campers’ cars 
had to ford the river. 

In the mid-1990s, wooly adel- 
gids arrived and attacked the 
hemlock trees that dominated 
the forest. For a tiny bug, the 
adelgid had a huge impact on the

landscape and the cooperative’s 
budget and in 1999 a severe 
storm toppled two trees onto a 
cabin. But by 2005, thanks to 
volunteer effort and sound man- 
agement, our reserve fund grew 
from $0 to $17,000. I built an 
easy-to-use reservation calendar 
on the RapidanCamps.org web- 
site, which helped rental occu- 
pancy increase by 41 percent. 
Then in 2005 one of the large 
original cabins burned down. 
Members were determined to re- 
build as rapidly as possible, using 
whatever was available. For a 
while, it seemed beyond impos- 
sible to build what we wanted. 
But in the cooperative spirit, 
we examined every possibility. 
A complex scheme rose from 
the ashes. One of our directors, 


a professional architect, created 
the design. We determined what 
work needed professionals — site 
preparation, foundation, framing 
and chimney repair — and what 
we could tackle ourselves. We 
raised $35,000 in a fundraiser. 
Then we, the members, commit- 
ted to the biggest project in our 
history — installing the walls, 
deck, windows, doors, plumbing 
and electrical systems, before 
winter. 

Anyone who has done a con- 
struction project on their house 
knows the effort involved. Our 
project, a rustic historic struc- 
ture at the end of a five-mile 
dirt road, 30 minutes from cell- 
phone reception, and a two-hour 
round trip from a hardware store, 
wasn’t in the building code, so 
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spector. I’ve gone to town with 
a shopping list so diverse and 
obscure that Lowe’s employees 
asked if we’re scavenger hunt 
secret shoppers from corporate 
headquarters. 

In September 2008, our new 
cabin was complete enough for 
renters (at a 50 percent discount 
as it lacked beds and a kitchen). 
But now everything is complete 
and 2009 set a new record for 
rental revenue. That revenue 
pays for other projects — like 
rebuilding Cabin 3’s foundation, 
where the walls don’t meet at 
right angles anymore. 

The community of Rapidan 
members is diverse but we share 
love of the place. In coop- 
eratives, members do what they 
can to advance the organization 
they own together. Members 
and nonmembers converge at 
our Work Weekends, when we 
share maintenance projects and 
hearty meals. Those who don’t 
spend so much time volunteering 
get to spend just as much time 
camping. 

In Rapidan Camps, I’ve found 
a way to enjoy the mountains and 
the relaxing isolation they provide, 
the camaraderie of family and 
friends and the memory of my 
parents, brother and others who 
loved our unique co-op camp.

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Astro Observers Watch Eclipse of Moon

On the longest night of the 
year, the morning of the winter 
solstice, everyone on this side of 
the Earth was treated to a total 
lunar eclipse. 

The moon passed through the 
northern half of the Earth’s shad- 
ow, which means that the eerie 
red light creating the “blood on 
the moon” effect was refracted 
by the Earth’s atmosphere over 
the North Atlantic Ocean and 
eastern China and Russia to fill 
in the dark umbra of the Earth’s 
shadow. The Penumbral shadow 
of the Earth’s atmosphere was 
only slightly dimmed by the light 
that had been refracted away. It 
was scarcely visible as the eclipse 
started and the “shadow line” of 
the umbral shadow was sharp. 
As the moon came out of eclipse 
between 4 and 5 in the morning, 
the center of the moon’s disk 
looked grayish but otherwise 
the moon had recovered the full 
moon brightness that it will show 
tonight and tomorrow. 

The winter solstice is unre- 
lated to the moon’s orbit. It is 
simply the moment when the 
North Pole of the Earth faces the 
farthest away from the sun, so 
that the Arctic is in the midst of 
a winter-long night and the Ant- 
arctic continent has a summer- 
long day. It was just a fortituous 
event to have the eclipse occur 
on solstice morning. 

It’s an interesting paradox that 
the fullest moon is a moon in 
eclipse. We had been watching 
the moon get fuller and brighter 
for the past few days. The moon 
reflects sunlight most directly 
back at us when the visible side 
is fully lit up, so the full moon 
is much brighter than twice the 
first-quarter “half moon.” Fred 
Espenak, NASA’s “Mr. Eclipse,” 


notes on one of his websites that 
the moon was just four days from 
being closest to the Earth in its 
orbit, so it appeared especially 
large in the sky. 

I wasn’t totally sure that we 
would be able to observe this lu- 
nar eclipse from Greenbelt. The 
Clear Sky Clock for the Univer- 
sity of Maryland Observatory 
said it would get cloudy around 3 
am. I checked again at 11 and 
it said clear all night. I decided 
to get a 90-minute REM-cycle of 
sleep before going out to open 
up the observatory. When I ar- 
rived at 1, there was already a 
group observing with a portable 
telescope in the Northway Field 
parking lot. 

Observatory 

I had to set up the batteries 
to power the observatory during 
the first contact of the moon with 
the Earth’s shadow. I invited the 
group up to the observatory for 
hot chocolate and a look through 
the Mead Memorial Celestron. 

We now have two new wide- 
angle 2” eyepieces but when 
I put them into the eyepiece 
holder, they each fogged up. So 
I pulled out our tried-and-true 32 
mm 1-1/4” wide eyepiece and 
got excellent views of the moon. 
Unfortunately, this is the wrong 
size eyepiece to see the whole 
moon. We could only see part of 
the moon in it. But many of the 
more than 20 folks that came up 
to the observatory between 2 and 
4 got a better view through the 
finder scope. 

As the eclipse progressed, we 
noticed something that Espenak 
had predicted: the southern half 
of the eclipsed moon was brighter 
than the northern half. This may 
have been due to clouds over 
the northern Atlantic keeping the 
red light from refracting. These 
would be snow clouds from the 
great storm in Europe in the

paper to compose a life-size por- 
trait covered in acrylic. Woven 
through the newsprint and paint, 
Baker fashioned railroad tracks, 
representing those that took Jews 
to the concentration camps. 

Flanked to Baker’s right was 
Gross, dressed in a blue- and 
white-checkered pantsuit with 
matching blue eye shadow and 
head band. She talked about her 
two-dimensional work displayed 
in black frames. A former graphic 
designer, Gross earned a bachelor 
of fine art concentrating in studio 
art from Florida State Univer- 
sity in Tallahassee. Her work in- 
cludes bright cut-outs of dancers, 
salt and pepper shakers, a wrench 
and a shopping cart. 

Wreath Making 

Downstairs, the smell of ev- 
ergreens filled the wreath mak- 
ing classes, along with scores of 
women, men and children crafting 
holly leaves, ribbons, pine cones 
and greens into door hanging 
creations. As Adrienne Varner 
decorated her wreath, she talked 
of her experiences as a student at 
Greenbelt Elementary School, now 
the Community Center. 

Each year the Falls Church 
resident returns to the school 
for the annual event with her 
two sons in tow. The other free 
workshop taught participants how 
to make winter decorations and 
reusable gift packages. 

In the gym down the hall, 
vendors sold hula hoops, soaps, 


crocheted hats 
and shawls from 
recycled sweaters, 
fused glass orna- 
ments and hand- 
made cards and 
jewelry. 
Serenaded by 
a harp, drums, 
and acoustic gui- 
tar forming the 
musical group 
Harp 46, Satur- 
day’s shoppers 
moved to the 
soothing sounds 
through a circular 
path lined with 
vendors. “Every year the qual- 
ity of the artists improves,” said 
Karen, a Bowie resident who 
only wanted to give her first 
name, who currently takes clay 
classes at the Community Center. 
Kung Schmelcher of Laurel 
thought the craft fair was interest- 
ing because of the variety of ven- 
dors and music. Dyjesben, known 
for its world beat jazz, performed 
on Sunday. Schmelcher said her 
children, Alisha, 3 1/2 and Leon, 
8 months, enjoyed the fair, too. 
Vendor Toby Rivkin is a mas- 
ter of hula hoops. She uses ir- 
rigation hose and hula hoop and 
electrical tape to create small, 
medium and large hula hoops 
to accommodate various body 
shapes.

lower atmosphere but there could 

still be remnants of the sulfur 

clouds from the Icelandic volcano 

in the upper atmosphere shad- 

ing the Earth and keeping the 

weather colder than normal. 
Dark Red 

But once second contact had 
occurred and the moon was com- 
pletely in the Earth’s shadow, the 
entire moon was dark red, with 
a thin crescent of yellow around 
the top and west-facing sides of 
the moon that were at the edge 
of the umbra. In the sky, it 
looked like a little red-faced man 
with yellow hair as the crescent 
moved around to the east. Visi- 
tors came and went, and then for 
a while I was alone with the 
moon, the telescope and the cold 
“hot chocolate.” 

Then suddenly third contact 
came and the moon began bright- 
ening on its upper left side as it 
exited the shadow to the east. 
David Chesnes came up to watch 
the moon’s egress and helped me 
close down the observatory. 

Even with charged-up batter- 
ies, it was difficult to get the 
1-horsepower motor to close the 
heavy slit and I had to hook my 
car battery to the observatory’s 
two marine cells, plus use a heavy 
pipe to loosen the slit and get it 
started down the track to a closed 
position. It’s the price we pay 
for being off the grid and keeping 
electricity and excess lights out of 
the Great North Woods. I know 
the animals appreciate it. 

I glanced up at the now full 
moon when I arrived home short- 
ly after 5. 

I would sleep until a noon ap- 
pointment but it was a well-spent 
morning. I had seen a total lunar 
eclipse from start to finish, some- 
thing that is not always possible 
in cloudy weather. 

Doug Love is the director of 
the Greenbelt Observatory. 
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Leslie McLaughlin of LHM 
Cards and Gifts and formerly of 
the Greenbelt Nursery School, 
tells of selling out on Saturday 
of her never-ending cards that 
change shapes as the user folds 
their various panels. 

McLaughlin had made more 
cards for Sunday’s crowd but 
those were moving as well. “It’s 
been really busy,” she said. 

The next row over Lisa Wil- 
liams of Shessocrafty Art and 
Design showed off felt necklaces, 
earrings and other accessories. 
The College Park resident was 
accompanied by her four-year-old 
son, Liam. 

Shoppers also toured the deco- 
rated Greenbelt Museum’s his- 
toric home, purchased publica- 
tions by local authors and treated 
themselves to refreshments.
